INTRODUGTIOH 


The  ertont  to  v;hich  cliraatic  factors  have  an  effect  on  the  public  health 
of  a loca,lity  is  uncLcfined.  Gertainly  those  suffering’  from  various  rhouiaatic 
and  respiratory^'  disorders  are  commonly  of  the  opinion  tlioA  their  health  is 
closely  related  to  the  \;eather.  In  the  'jider  vIot;  it  may  even  be  held  that 
the  xDsychological  effect  of,  say,  a fine  surmaer  may  be  of  im'portanco  in  the 
prevention  and  treatment  of  the  stress  illnesses  v/hich  are  i'ncreasingly  coimaon 
in  the  modern  vorld.  Do  this  as  it  may  it  is  felt  that  an  annual  report  on  the 
state  of  the  public  health  should  contain  0.  short  record  of  tho  year' s 'jcather. 
Of  1966  this  raust  be  gonorod.ly  gloomy.  Total  rainfall  v/as  little  over  average 
but  this  '..'as  not  tho  impression  loft  by  continuing  daiap  and  cloudyr  overcast. 
Total  sunshine  vas,  in  fact,  some  250  hours  less  than  average.  Tho  second  half 
of  Vinter  i/as  not  unduly  severe  aHthough  January  i7as  cold  and  there  '.Tas  some 
heavy''  sno'v.  An  imusuall;/  cold  sipell  in  mid  April  gave  v;ay  to  a,  good  Hay  in 
'.'hich  s'unshine  ond  temperature  ‘aero  u'p  to  avera-ge.  June,  July  and  August  'rero 
dull  and  '.ret  but  Icatc  holidaymakers  enjoyed  a dry  and  v;arm  oe'ptcmber.  In 
October  the  gloom  returned  and  cloud  .and  liglit  rain  characterised  the  romannder 
of  the  year. 


Tho  v.'riting  of  the  annual  re'port  necessarily  enforces  a -pause  for  reflec- 
tion on  -past  -progress  - or  lack  of  it  - .and  must  also  encourage  a femvard  look 
into'  the  future.  This  is  of  special  interest  at  'bho  present  time  bGC,au3e 
-public  health  practice  is  in  a -period  either  of  r’cn-dotm.  or  of  ch-rngo  and  it 
is  not  yet  clear  "diich  vill  bo  tho  case.  Tho  point  has  been  made  in  -previous 
re-ports  (but  it  is  of  such  fundamental  importance  ths/b  it  mu,3t  continue  to  be 
made  until  the  ne.:  course  has  bee...  set)  that  the  old  -public  health  concept  of 
soYoguarding  the  -peo-olc  from  a hostile  environment  is  nov.'  largely  o-utdafoed. 

Tho  -people’ s health  is  .oHready  less  threatened  by  the  environment  'bhan  by  the 
miv.dsdom  of  tho  modern  \,-a,y  of  li.fo  and  in  each  successive  year  bhe  changing 
em-phasis  becomes  more  arpo.rcnt.  If  it  is  considered  that  bhe  -public  health 
service  has  mandate  only  to  influence  tho  environment  and  not  to  influence  'bhe

The  nuraber  for  19o5  is  not  yet  available  but  there  is  no  reason  to  suppose

that  it  mill  indica/bc  'bliat  the  message  of  healthy  living-  is  beginning  to  be 
hoard.  The  ’happ]?-  salvage’  does  not  suffer  from  coronary  disease  but  it  vould 
be  uiroalistic  to  expect  vestern,  society  to  live  his  life  in  order  to  avoid 
this  modern  scourge.  Perha/ps  it  rill  bo  held  that  tho  disease  is  -part  of  the 
-price  of  civilization  aaid  that  it  must  be  accented  '.-ith  resigna-tion,  at  least 
uitil  someone  in  a laboratory  makes  a discovery,  but  it  is  to  be  hoped  "bhat 
'bhe  public  vill  before  then  come  to  ancept  the  idea  of  modifying  its  mode 
of  life  in  the  i-nberests  of  good  health.  This  seems  a pipe  dream  but  'bhere 
is  ho'po  in  'bhe  case  •..dth  '.-.laich  the  ’ ex-coronary’  -p.afcient  so  often  succeeds 
in  j:cducing  •■..■eight,  in  giving  up  smoldaig,  in  making  time  for  suitable 
exorcise  and,  above  all,  in  loarniipg  bo  rela.x.  Unf ortuiatel;/  this  transform- 
ation in  attitude  req-aires  an  initial  heart  afctack  (because  it  is  huaan  to 
'bhink  'bhat  such  things  al'.'ays  lia-ppen  to  other  -people)  and  abou'b  a quarter  of 
those  attacked  are  given  no  opportuiity  of  reform.  Recent  thought  h.?.s  boon 
given  to  identifying  healthy  individuals  uho  are  in  s-pccial  danger  of  corona,ry 
artor;^^  disease  by  clinical  and  biochemical  mcons.  If  such  -persons  i/ere 
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induced  to  nodify  their  'jay  of  life  to  no  greater  extent  than  to  reduce 
ueight  and  give  up  smohing,  it  is  probable  tha,t  a considereJole  reduction  in 
the  disease  u'ould  result,  pa-rticularly  among  the  middle  aged  i.-here  its  social 
effects  are  most  profound.  Perhaps  progress  ’.'/ill  be  made  in  this  limited 
field  of  persuading  people  o.t  special  risk  but  -.heGher  limited  or  directed 
at  the  './hole  population,  any  such  effort  is  health  education  ,and  this,  despite 
it. 3 unfortunate  public  image  and  its  school-roomisli  title,  is  therefore  the 
key  (aaid  perha,ps  the  only  key)  to  continuing  improvement  in  the  nation's 
health.  Health  education  effort  at  the  loce,l  level  r.a,rely  produces 
immediate  .and  visible  results  and  therefore  seems  unro'./arding  but  such 
effort  may  nevertheless  prove  vital  to  success  in  the  long  term  because 
compaigns  mounted  at  a more  remote  level  and  using  all  the  po'..rrful  and 
expensive  propaganda  •v/oapons  of  the  iiaa.so  media,  have  been  shovn  to  have  only 
a temporary  effect.  Perha,ps  the  onlj^  effective  arrangement  v/ill  turn  out 
to  be  'grass  root'  .activity  by  the  public  health  authorities  acting  in  co- 
ordination through  -nd  v.mth  the  support  of  the  County,  fhus  idea.s  '../ould 
interch.uige,  problems  mould  bo  resolved,  enthusiasm  r/ould  bo  stimula,tod  and, 
ahero  necessary,’’,  funds  .vould  be  available  for  projects  beyond  the  financial 
scope  of  the  district. 

The  question  perhaps  most  frequently  put  to  the  v.-riter  is  rhothor  the 
constantly  increasing  use  of  pesticides  is  a haz.a,rd  to  lioaLlth?  Since  the 
ma/bter  is  therefore  much  in  bho  public  mind  it  may  be  roll  to  say  something 
about  it  in  this  report.  The  first  of  the  modern  pesticides,  h.D.T,,  has 
been  in  use  for  about  20  years  and  for  moot  of  the  time  exposure  to  this 
and  subsequent  pesticides  has  been  inevitcable.  They  .arc  present  in  minute 
quantity  in  public  rater  supplies  and  even  in  rain  ojid  air^  auid  the^'’  are 
present  in  food  i'n  varying  quantities.  It  happens  that  certain  of  those 
subst.ances  arc  absorbed  by  the  body  '-nd  stored  in  fat  so  that  it  is  possible 
to  measure  human  exposure  by  measurin.q  the  qumitity  in  body  fat.  This  has 
been  done  regailarly  for  a number  of  yc.ars  cjid  the  present  position  in  this 
co’ontr^.^  is  that,  firstly,  there  he.s  been  little  increase  in  osrposurc  in  the 
last  five  j'-oars  and,  secondly,  that  similar  investigations  in  certain  other 
countries  have  indicated  a much  higher  level  of  exposure.  Present  evidence  - 

'..'■hich  is  based  on  ah  experience  of  t‘..'onty  j^cars  - suggoits  that  bhe  use  of 

pesticides  need  ca,uso  no  anxiety  about  human  health  but  obviously  this  is  an 
area  in  v/hich  complacency  i/ould  be  most  ill  advised  m,nd  the  natter  is  kept 
under  constant  revien. 

Proie  the  earliest  dsys  of  interest  in  public  health  end  un  to  the  osbab- 
lishmont  of  food  rationing  in  the  last  '..'ar,  the  term  'malnutrition'  implied  a 

shortage  of  essential  nutrients  in  the  diet  and  mas  associated  \.dth  a3.i  undor- 

■ ■.'eight  inf  omit  or  child.  Such  malnutrition  has  only  occurred  in  sporadic  cases 
in  the  l.ist  quarter  of  a centurq^  bub  bho  associated  folk-lore  has  persisted 
md  the  fat  b iby  is  still  able  to  ■■.'/in  baby  contests  and  the  ovejx.'oight 
of  the  school  child  is  regarded  .:ith  p ircntal  a'oprobation  '.rhilst  the  lean  ajid 
’.'iiy  child  is  presented  bo  school  medical  officers  by  anxious  parents  as  being 
obviously  deficient  in  some  respect.  In  fsi,ct  malnutrition  (in  this  countiy; 
should  no'.v  be  regarded  as  synon^rmous  v/ith  over  nutrition  ai'id  since  m'eight 
conbrol  is  no'-  recognised  as  closely  related  to  healthy  living  in  adult  life, 
bhe  importance  of  avoiding  ba,d  diet-aiq^  habits  in  childiiood  is  obvious.  The 
s\.<'oet  eating  habit,  so  de?.r  to  Hnglish  children  and  to  many  of  their  p.arents, 
is  unfortunate,  ’.h.atcvor  the  infinibo  variety  in  uhich  the  suigar  is  presented, 
it  remains  ■’unchanged  in  its  po'mer  to  'jrock  tooth  .and  to  cause  the  laying  dov/n 
of  f.at  nithout  conferring  any  nutritional  benefit,  ’..iio’blior  the  indicbmont 
against  sugar  is  non  complete  is  very  doubtful  said  medical  thought  is  already 
grouping  a variety  of  illnesses,  including  coronary  'bhrombosis  and  diabetes, 
as  the  saccharine  di.uoa.sos  \;'hich  have  in  comimon  that  they  are  posfsibly 
related  to  the  over  consumption  of  sugar.  vhatevor  may  come  of  bhis  in  'bhe 
light  of  further  research  there  is  already  .ample  reason  for  trying  to  bring 
up  children  on  rather  less  carbohydrate  and  a great  deal  less  refined  sugar.

Dr.  D.  F.  Hadinan  sorvod  as  your  Medical  Officer  of  Health  throughout 
the  year.  As  from  1st  October  he  xiaa  appointed  II.O.H.  to  Forohoe  and 
Honstead  Rural  District  Council  and  since  this  nas  made  possible  by  a re- 
arrangement of  County  Council  duties  the  nev;  appointment  had  no  effect  on 
the  tine  devoted  to  the  affairs  of  your  district. 

Mr.  D,  Nonson  served  as  Public  Health  Ins'pector  throughout  the  year. 
There  is  a nationwide ■ scarcity  of  public  health  inspectors  and  it  v/as 
unfortunate  that  proposals  to  start  a local  training  course  at  Norwich 
City  College  proved  unsuccessful  for  urant  of  support.  It  is  hoped  that  any 
future  initiative  i7ili  faro  bettor. 

VITAL  STATISTICS 

( a)  General 

The  following  data,  'with  the  exception  of  the  la^st  paragraph  on  road 
accidents,  is  supplied  by  the  Rogist ran- General.  By  'correcting’  the  birth 
and  death  rates  to  allov/  for  the  <age  structure  of  Diss  compared  i/ith  the 
rest  of  the  country,  and  by  treating  all  the  district  rates  with  the 
reservation  due  to  information  based  on  small  numbers,  it  is  possible  to 
reach  conclusions  about  the  state  of  health  of  the  District, 

(b)  Population 

The  mid-year  population  of  Diss  in  I966  was  ostiiaated  at  4^140?  this 
being  Lapsed  on  the  I96I  Census  figure  as  modified  by  births  and  deaths  and 
by  the  estimate  of  movement  into  and  out  of  the  District  made  annually  by 
your  officers  to  the  Registrar-General.  In  I966  there  was  a na,tural  increase 
of  2 and  a migratory  increase  of  133  in  the  population. 

(c)  Births 

Fifty  seven  births  (26  boys  and  31  girls)  were  registered  in  I966, 
of  i/hich  3 were  illegitimate.  The  crude  birth  rate  v;as  therefore  13.8 
live  births  per  thousand  population  and  the  corrected  rate  vras  I5.O  per 
thousand.  This  compares  w-ith  the  I965  corrected  rate  of  13,5  and  a I966 
England  and  .Vales  rate  of  I?”?  thousand  population. 

Six  premature  babies  v/ere  bom  of  which  five  survived. 

(d)  Stillbirths 

Tv/o  wore  notified  giving  a stillbirth  rate  of  33.9  still  births  per 
1,000  total  births  and  this  compares  with  the  England  and  '.Vales  figure  for 
the  ye  ir  of  15.4-  Both  births  occurred  in  hospital  and  follovred  obstetric 
complications . 

(e)  Infant  Mortality 

One  infant  death  was  registered  in  I966,  this  being  an  extremely 
premature  infant  :;ho  survived  only  throe  hours.  The  infant  mortality 
rate  v/as  . therefore  17.5  infant  deaths  per  1,000  live  births  and  this 
compares  v;ith  a National  rate  of  18.9  deaths. 

(f)  Deaths 

Deaths  totalled  55  of  which  3b  were  male  and  I9  female.  The  crude 
death  rate  v/as  13.3  deaths  per  1,000  population  and  the  corrected  rate 
was  11,2,  This  may  be  compared  v,mth  an  En^^dand  and  '..'ales  rate  of  11.7 
deaths  per  1,000  x^opulation. 

Table  10  shows  tha,t  25  of  the  doa,ths  occurred  at  the  ago  of  75  years  or 
more,  a proportion  of  47/^  which  is  rather  loss  s atisf actoiy  than  in  the 
previous  year,  and  cho  avcro,ge  age  at  death  was  70  years.  Attention  has 
been  drawn  in  previous  reports  to  the  life  ^.^astage  suffered  by  those 
dying  in  the  ago  group  45  to  65  years  and  it  has  been  suggested  that  niany 
of  these  deaths  should  bo  regarded  as  preventable  and  particularly  those 
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due  to  the  follo\7ing  principal  causes  ;-

Infectious  disease  did  not  present  an  important  problem  in  I966  and  77 
of  the  30  cases  notified  were  of  TJTASLDS.  ' ’lost  of  these  cases  occLirred  in 
the  tvro  yearly  outbreak  which  continued  from  the  end  of  I965  to  Pebiuaiy 
and  ITarch  of  I966.  Vaccination  against  measles  v/as  practiced  only  on  a very 
small  scale. 

PULIvIONARY  T’CBSRCULOSIo  was  notified  on  one  occasion  only,  in  an 
elderly  man.  It  ’will  be  laiovm.  tha/i:  an  anti- tuberculous  vaccine,  B.C.G., 
is  offered  to  all  school  children  at  13  years  who  h:ivc  not  alread;''  gained  a 
degree  of  natural  iimnunitir  by  exposure  to  the  disease.  A preliminary  skin 
test  is  used  to  identify  this  group  and  the  proportion  of  children  with  a 
positive  slcLn  test  is  therefore  some  index  of  the  ex  bent  of  the  disease  in 
the  area.  The  resulbs  of  this  test  at  the  three  Diss  secondaiy  schools  'were 
that  tv/enty  of  the  159  children  v/ere  positive,  a percentage  of  thirteen  which 
reflects  the  percentage  of  positive  reactors  in  ITorfolk  generally. 

BACILLARY  DYSENTERY  due  to  the  nqt  very  virulent  Sonnei  germ  occurred 
on  the  border  of  the  District  at  the  beginning  of  the  year  and  involved  a 
food  handler  working  in  Diss.  Early  diagnosis  and  appropriate  action 
eliminated  the  public  health  hazard  and  there  \ie.:e  no  further  cases. 

SIIALLPOX  v/as  epidemic  elsewhere  in  the  country  in  the  form  of  the 
unusual  variola  minor.  It  is  of  local  interest  tiiat  the  first  recognized 
outbreak  of  this  disease  in  Englaaid  occurred  in  the  ’ 'aveney  vallej'"  in  1919* 

On  this  recent  occasionl  Norfolk  remained  uninvolved  although  one  case  of 
atypical  chicken  pose  caused  some  concern  in  Area  5«  Vaccination  a jainst 
smallpox  reached  the  highly  satisf actor;^'-  figure  of  95/'-^  of  Diss  infants 
v/hich  is  a striking  improvement  on  the  lo\7  figure  of  the  previous  tv/o  years. 
The  vaccination  of  children  after  the  first  birthday  instead  of  in  infancy 
was  not  popular  when  the  change  was  made  some  four  years  ag;o  and  v/as  no 
doubt  the  reason  for  a falling  acceptance  rate.  It  seems  that  the  trend 
has  now  boon  halted  and  reversed. 
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ElIYIROMIMTAL  HYGIENE 


The  follo'..-ing  paragraphs  do  not  provide  a full  account  of  this  broad 
subject  but  full  details  be  found  in  the  attached  report  of  the  Public 
Health  Inspector. 

(a)  Housing

(b)  Sovrage  Disposa,! 

In  general  the  systen  functioned  satisfactorily  and  certainly  the 
dis'iosal  ’jorks  produced  a remarkably  good  effluent  considering  the  load 
placed  upon  it. 

Unfortunately  and  inevitably  a number  of  properties  remained  dependent 
on  the  night  soil  collection  service  and  this,  not  being  under  Council's 
immediate  control,  nas  not  entirely  efficient.  It  is  important ,■ as  much 
to  civic  pride  o.s  to  good  public  health,  that  every  possible  step  should 
bo  taken  to  eliminate  the  need  for  this  service. 

(c)  'Jater  Supply 

The  sup'ply  continued  most  satisfactorily  through  a year  of  peak 
demand  udiich  nill  presumably  not  bo  ogualled  in  the  imnediate  future  noYT 
that  the  supply  to  DepYvade  has  cee.sed.  Mains  nater  ..-as  rogul?.rly  saiaplod 
and  Y/as  in  all  respects  satisfactory^'. 

In  January  the  Coirnty  CoYincil  decided  no't  to  sup'port  fluoridation  of 
Y'/ater  supplies  and  since  only  the  local  health  authority  has  po’./cr  to  meet 
the  cost  of  the  measure  your  Coi'uicil  had  no  course  but  to  accept  the  decision. 
Later  in  the  year  a nunbor  of  authorities  decided  for  fluorida.tion  and  it 
is  possible  '0110,1  Norfolk  v/ill  have  second  ojid  more  ma'bure  'thoughts  before 
long.  Meantime  ramoccssary''  dental  decay  continues  in  our  children. 

(d)  The  SY/Lu'iing  Pool 

Some  minor  improvements  Y'/crc  made  to  the  pool  but  it  is  believed  that 
more  radical  measures  to  bring  it  up  to  modern  standards  should  not  long 
bo  deferred.  The  oMtemativo,  of  course,  Y.'ould  be  to  build  0.  modern  pool 
from  scratch,  oi'cher  on  the  same  site  or  Gl'jeY.h.cro. 

Tho  Y/ater  Yias  tested  at  the  pool  three  times  a day?'  and  frequent 
sai'iplos  Y'^ero  sent  for  bacteriological  exa:iination. 

(e)  Pood  Hygiene 

standards  of  good  hygiene  Y/ere  generally  most  s'atisfactory  and  the 
use  of  bacteriocidal  detergents  coupled  Y'M'th  a systematic  cleansing  routine 
continues  'bo  be  actively  encouraged. 

A circular  nas  received  from  the  kinistiryT-  of  Health  during  the  year 
concerning  hygiene  and  meat  inspection  in  poultig^  processing  estaMlislu'-ients. 

It  is  quite  impracticable  to  arrange  professional  inspection  of  every 
carcase  - as  is  the  practice  Y/ith  larger  cuiimals  - and  regular  visits  to 
such  establishments  to  ensure  soiond  standards  of  hygiene  and  to  inspect 
occasional  carcases  is  all  that  'present  circuastai'ices  'oornit. 
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(f)  Public  rloalth  Iluisanccs 


It  may  be  of  intorost  to  report  th?/b  during;  the  3?-oar  the  hinistiy  of 
Housing  and  Local  fo Vermont  gavo  its  ox^inion  on  t'ro  aspects  of  tho 
impingomont  of  housing  dovolopmcnt  on  anii.aal  husbandry  Oiid  of  subsequent 
comxola,int  of  farmyard  nuisance.  Firstly,  the  I'linistrj^  considered  that  there 
/as  a ease  for  aathholding  ■planning  permission  to  housing  dovolopnont  in 
situations  ’..'hero  noighbouring  a,gricultural  activity  ■..'■o'l.ild  constitute  a. 
nuisance  to  tho  no'T  residents,  lecondlj^,  it  \/as  censidored  V/ho'bhor,  in  the 
event  bhat  housing  h.:sd  dovoloT)ed  in  proximity  to  a fami,  any  consequent 
serious  nuisance  should  bo  treated  as  a.  statutory  nuisance  and  abatement 
action  taJeon,  The  "" Ministry  considered  that  normal  .action  should  bo  talccn 
and  it  a'ppoarod  bhab  tho  fret  that  the  farmer  ’mas  there  first  did  not 
provide  him  ■nith  any  privilege. 

Tho  unauthorised  perking  of  caravans  on  Fair  Green  continued  to 
■present  an  occasiona,!  problem,  fhe  caravans  are  ro.roly  equipped  vn'bh 
satisf actoxg'  sanitary  fanilitios  a:id  their  prescnco  constitutes  a hazard 
to  the  health  of  ‘bhoir  occuipanbs  a.s  v/oll  as  to  others.

GOUITTY  COMCIL  SERVICES 

A brief  account  of  the  ’./elfare  services  provided  under  tho  National 
Health  .jorvice  uid  National  Assistance  Acts  '..’as  included  in  the  Ro^port  for 
1965  and  tho  va,rious  officiaA  and  voluntary  agencies  continued  this 
excellent  T.‘ork  in  1966. 

The  Home  IIol^p  SeinT-ico  continued  to  c:qpand  and  this  undoubtedly  enables 
many  elderly  -people  to  continue  in  their  oini  li.jmes  rather  than  go  rnto 
counby  accomnodahion  -..'iicn  they  begin  to  have  difficul'by  in  looking  af’bcr 
themselves.  Your  Council  has  -played  a.  full  part  in  this  cndca.vour  by  its 
■[provision  of  grou-pod  homj  accommodation  for  the  elderly  viiilst  "bho  County 
Council's  schca.ie  for  a ho  U'  for  the  elderly  in  Victoria,  Roa.d  v;as  delayed 
by  national  economic  -policy.  The  Heals -on-.,  ho  els  service  also  -played  a 
most  important  -part  in  caring  for  'bho  '.’elfare  of  the  elderly  and  the 
Old  People' s Club  did  valuable  \:ork  in  countering  the  coiaaion  lonolinoss 
of  a^^  e . 

The  I)cp’.7o.dc  and  Hiss  Committoo  of  the  Norfolk  Association  for  the  Care 
of  the  Physically  Handicapp)Gd  continued  its  ’.,’'ork,  as  did  the  agencies 
ros-ponsible  for  tho  'nolfane  of  tho  montall.y  ill  and  bhe  mentally  handicairpod. 
The  social  centre  for  subnon'iiaH  .adolcsocnts  and  redults  at  3r)oonar  Rov.'  filled 
a vibal  need  in  helping  these  -pco-ple  bo  feel  A/antod  and  part  of  the  cominunity. 
The  -public  attibudo  to  monta,!  di,sordcr  has  changed  greatly  in  recent  years 
but  there  is  still  much  room  for  -more  huxianity  and  the  social  centres  do 
ma].cc  for  a bot'bcr  understanding. 

Tho  problem  of  hypobhermia  in  the  elderly  .remained  in  mind  and  ’uith 
tho  onset  of  colder  x^eathor  a leaflet  x-.'-as  xont  out  bo  liorao  hol-ps  and  others 
vrhich  cxxjlainod  tho  d.xngor;  hov,'-  it  is  prevented,  recognised  and  treated. 

At  the  sa-'ie  time-  lox."  ro.ading  clinical  thcr.aomctcrs  x.nre  m.adc  G,vailable 
to  nurses  so  th.at  suspected  lo-.x  body  tem-poratures  co-aid  be  confirmed  and 
minimum  reading  tlieiTuomcto-rs  x/oro  also  made  available  so  that  lo\;-cst 
bedroom  bemperatures  could  bo  recorded.  Since  the  nintor  -proved  mild 
there  -."aas  fortunately  little  evidence  of  hypo-bhermia  but  the  arrangements 
x/ill  -prove  thoir  va,luc  in  due  course.

This  is  ne-srlj'"  500  more  than  the  average 
of  the  previou-s  five  years  and  almost  double  the  average  figure  for 
the  years  1950-59  (l?7o3)*  This  gives  some  idea  of  the  increase  in 
the  aaount  of  v/ork  vHiich  3’-our  Public  Health  Inspector  is  now 
required  to  carry  out.  There  has  been  at  least  an  equal  increase 
in  the  amount  of  clerical  adiuinistrative  work  and  only  a proportion 
of  this  can  be  done  by  the  3 hours  clerical  assistance  provided, 
Vdiilst  figures  may  not  always  reflect'  a true  picture,  the  number  of 
visits  which  are  not  able  to  be  carried  out  is  beginning:  to  cause 
your  Public  HeaHth  Ins'pecbor  some  little  concern.

SK.TIEAGE 

The  total  flov/  through  the  works  ;/as  93^'  million  gallons  i.Hich  is 
approximcitelj'-  4 million  gallons  more  than  in  the  previous  year.  This  is  an 
average  daily  flov;  of  270,000  gallons.  The  average  dr}'-  wca'uher  flov;  is 
in  'che  region  of  240,000  gallons  ;;hilst  the  v;ork3  was  designed  for  a total 
dry  -v/eatlier  flov;  of  196,000  gallons.  .Fne  design  calculation  for  the  -.vorks 
envisaged  its'  serving  a population  of  5 >000  with  a daily  i;ater  consumption 
of  30  gallons  -per  head  and  trade  wastes  of  46,000  '.aliens  per  day.  The 
present  U.D.  population  of  approximately  4?  100  is  using  almo-st  130,000 
gallons  of  -..nter  per  day  ’..Ivilst  .drainago  from  trade  premises  is  nearly 
double  the  envisaged  figure.  It  can  be  seen  that  the  ■■.•orks  is  virtually 
'..’■orking  at  ma.xinvu-£i  capacity  and  this  is  borne  out  by  results  obtained 
by  the  River  Board  from  samples  of  effluent  \;hich  'ohesy  periodically  take. 


'Those  samples  have  been  re'asonablj  satisfactory  but  they  do  sho*:  that  there 
is  very  little  reserve  treatment  capacity  available,  Extensions  to  the 
se'./atj.e  v/orks  rnusG  be  considered  before  lony  or  else  serious  problems  may 
arise  even  if  the  to^ai  continues  to  expand  at  only  its  present  rate. 


The  ses'ers  have  continued  to  function  satisfactorily  apart  from  minor 
defects  ■'./hich  had  to  be  rectified  in  hie  ' '.arkot  Place  soncr.  Occasional 
nuisajice  from  sev/ers  baclnnc;  up  and  overflowing  './as  again  experienced 
in  the  Lo;:er  Denmark  Street  and  Pari:  Poad  areas  of  the  tor/n.  This  is  a 
matter  i.iiich  causes  some  concern  and  the  Council  will  have  to  give 
consideration  to  measures  being  taken  to  remedy  this  state  of  affairs. 

The  emptying  of  pail  closets  ho.s  been  carried  out  under  con.^ract  - 
not  always  as  regulairly  as  one  v;ould  v/ish  but  allo-rance  has  to  be  made 
for  the  Contractor' s difficulties  in  finding  labour  to  Ccirry  out  a none 
too  pleasant  task.  Sixty-eight  properties  remain  viiich  have  to  rely  on 
this  out-dated  primitive  form  of  sanitation.  It  had  been  hoped  that  a 
scheme  prepared  by  Dopv.radG  P.D.G.  would  have  nrovided  a se";er  to  which 
properties  on  Shelfanger  Road  could  have  coniicctodj  bust  unfortunately  this 
is  held  tip  for  a time  due  to  the  "financial  freeze". 


HOUSIHG 

(a)  hew  Housing  Accomijiodation 

During  tho  year  the  last  'phase  of  the  Skelton  Road  Estate  development 
was  completed  and  12  x 3 bedroom  houses,  12  x 2 bedroom  houses,  12  x 2 
bedroom  flats  and  1 sho'p  '.sith  living  accommodation  p'cre  bro'ught  into 
occupation.  Those  37  units  provided  homes  for  110  persons  (73  being 
rehoused  from  addresses  within  the  U.D.  area  and  32  from  outside), 

A fur'ther  scheme  to  provide  six  aged  'persons’  bungalo'/s  i/as  a'p'proved 
by  'tho  Council  ojid  at  the  end  of  the  ye-<,r  the  construction  of  those  v.'as 
proceeding. 

During  'bhe  year  21  Tjroperties  becaiiie  available  for  re-letting  and 
a further  60  -peo'ple  were  reho'used  into  these  (42  of  'o'hom  ’7G?rG  already 
living  in  the  H.D.  area  and  2'  from  outside). 

The  number  of  'priviato  dwellings  cormpletod  d'urinp;  the  year  was  25. 
Proposals  v/ero  accepted  for  the  complete  re'pair  and  modernisation  of  6 
dv/ellings  v/hich  had  been  'previously  made  subject  of  Closing  Orders  and 
t:7o  other  such  d^'/ollings  '.Tore  rooccu'pied  follo.'ing  completion  of  'pro'posals 
^.cc opted  in  19^ 5. 

(b)  Council  House  Applicants 

During  the.  year  110  frosh  a'pplications  were  added  to  the  199 
outstanding  a'pplications  on  the  lio'using  List  at  the  end  of  1955.  During 
'bhc  year  57  families  './ere  rehoused  leaving  a total  of  252  fmailios  remaining 
.on  the  list  lio'ping  for  council  housing 'accommodation  in  Diss. 

(c)  Unfit  Properties 

Closing  Orders  eere  made  in  recpoct  of  three  d./ellings  oeid  an 
undertaking  by  the  o\nier  not  to  -permit  the  re-occupa,tion  of  one  d'i7elling 
’was  also  acceptod  by  the  CoLincil.  - " ' 

From  houses  alread]/"  subject  to  Closing  or  Demolition  Orders  four 
families  (seveiibeen  persons)  "ere  rehoused  by  the  Co'LUicil. 

Thirtoon  houses  subject  to  Demolition  Orders  ’,'G:ce  a.ctual]_y  demolished 
daring  tho  year. 

(d)  Im'provernent  Grants 

During  the  year  a f'arthor  23  ap -plications  for  Standard  liaprovement 
Granbs  were  a'pproved,  bringing  the  total  approved  since  the  ince'ption  of 
the  schemo  in  1959  to  124.

In  the  early  part  of  the  yeai:  a series  of  sv/abs  lure  tak.on  from 
equipment  used  in  food  promises  - particulerly  equipment  used  for  the 
cutting  and  display  of  cooked  meats.  Tlio  results  shov/ed  that  reasonable 
cere  v/a:;  being  taken  to  ensure  that  such  equ-inmoiit  /.us  bein^  regularly  and 
adequa/toly  cleansed.  It  is  to  bo  hoped  that  further  such  tests  can  bo 
carried  out  and  one  uould  hope  that  eventually  it  ma,y  be  pos.sible  to  do 
this  on  a re.gular  basis  to  onsuro  tha.t  present  standards  are  a.t  least 
uaintainedo

An 
18  cu.  yard  rear  loader  complete  >..dth  -panker  plate  unit  rras  put  into 
service  in  the  la,st  quart cj:  of  the  year  and  has  helped  greatly  in 
inahntaining  the  voekly  collection  uhich  all  bub  tho  ..alcot  Green  and 
Heynood  areas  enjoy.  It  has  no'a  been  foimd  possible  for  the  Ileyvrood 
to  bo  visited  fortnip;htly  instead  of  monthly.  The  na.:  vehicle  his  almost 
halved  the  number  of  journeys  to  the  tip  and  enables  more  time  to  bo 
devoted  to  the  basic  job  of  emptying  the  ratepayers  bins. 

Tho  disposal  of  refuse  ha.s  been  effected  at  the  CoLmcil  tipping  site 
at  ChGlfan-ger  Pioad.  Tipping  sites  are  invariadeljr  a problem  in  the  vret  months 
of  'ointor  but  conditions  arc  not  improved  by  the  vast  quantities  of  v/ot 
lime  sludge  from  the  vatervrorks  './hich  ha.ve  to  bo  deposited  at  the  refuse 
tip.  It  is  to  be  hoped  tha/fc  another  site  can  be  found  for  this  before 
the  coning  of  another  'vinter.

Ono  of  the  more  important  roquiroriients  of  the  Act  is  the  onus  placed 
on  omployors  to  notify  any  accidents  ■,7hich  occurs  on,  bhoir  promises  and 
vdiich  results  in  any  omployoc  being  unable  to  oarrjr  out  his  normal  job  of 
w'ork  for  a period  of  throe  daj'Tj  or  more.  Suvon  such  accidents  './'ore 
notified  during  the  year  and  five  vere  investigated,  and  in  three  cases  it 
v/as  possible  to  make  sug;gootions  v/hich  might  provent  a repetition  of  such 
accident .
